Mr, Neumeister has been assured 
by New York capitalists and engin­ 
eers with whom he is in correspond­ 
ence that with a 60 foot head and 
these great reservoirs behind it, he 
will have almost 
unlimited power, 
and will be in a position to command 
the patronage of all the great factor­ 
ies in the middle west who depend 
upon electrical power for operation. 
Locally 
City 
Engineer 
George 
Bradish has charge of Mr. Neumeis. 
ter’s plans 
Mr. Bradish says 
the 
plan is feasible, provided the earning 
of such a power plant will warrant 
the investment, a point upon which 
Mr. Neumeister has satisfied himself. 
At least one local 
capitalist, 
Mr. 
Neumeister 
has confided 
to 
his 
friends, has sanctioned the idea and 
others may become interested 
Idea Not Original. 
The idea is not entirely original 
with Mr. Neumeister. 
Away back in 
1891, when he was a member of the 
city council, it was suggested to him 
by the late Joseph \Y. Losey. 
They 
owned adjoining farms 
in 
the La 
Crosse river low lands, and while dis­ 
cussing the feasibility of a dam to 
drain their hay lands. Mr. Losey slap­ 
ped Iris young neighbor on the back 
and said: 
“William, I’m going 
to 
make a 
millionaire oui of you 
He did not disclose the plan at the 
time, but later, under pressure from 
Mr. Neumeister, he said: 
“ You and I may not live to see It. 
but the time will come when coal la 
scape and expensive, that this val­ 
ley will be transformed into a great 
reservoir for the creation of water 
power to run the mills and factories 
for miles around.” 
Mr. Neumeister, noting the 
con­ 
stant advance in the cost of coal pro. 
dueed power, and the improvement of 


machinery and equipment 
for the 
cheap manufacture of electricity by 
water power, concludes that the time 
has come. 
Has Secureirl Options on Land. 
Mr. Neumeister has been for a long 
time quietly securing options 
on 
such land in the La Crosse river val­ 
ley as would be overflowed by his 
proposed dam. 
Relative 
to 
this 
point Mr. Bradish says: 
“There will be considerable over­ 
flow, but the topography of the val­ 
ley provides a great basis for 
the 
construction of reservoirs, and the 
inundation will 
be comparatively 
limited 
I have not made 
complete 
surveys and computations, but from 
my casual investigation I am of the 
opinion that an ample flow of water 
is provided, and that with the pur­ 
chase of some low lands the project 
can be successfully prosecuted.” 
An Active Career. 
William Neumeister’s career in La 
Crosse has been one of great activity 
He has always had a natural turn for 
colossal enterprises, and the present 
undertaking is characteristic of him. 
As an alderman he rendered the city 
much valuable service, in i he ex­ 
pects his association with city affairs 
will facilitate 
an 
arrangement 
by 
which the city will co-opprate with 
him in his present undertaking. The 
vicissitudes of his life have disclosed 
him as a versatile man. At one time, 
w'hen necessity demanded, he demon­ 
strated surpassing genius as a detec­ 
tive. 
At another time he displayed 
j talents w'hich would have made nim 
famed as a thespian. 
But industrial 
pursuits are more to his liking, and 
he expects to apply 
his 
whole in­ 
domitable force to the prosecution 
of his present plans.

accepted the claim and said it could 
be easily collected. 
Mr. Gilbertson came to La Crosse, 
and" after several months had drag­ 
ged by, wrote Tawney & Randall to 
find what had been done. 
An au­ 
tograph letter from Mr. Tawney an­ 
nounced that, as he was attorney for 
Mr. ---------- (named the debtor), he 
could not take the case. 
“ He took it,” said Mr. Gilbertson, 
“and he held It up and said nothing 
to me. 
Then he answered my inqui­ 
ry by saying he was the attorney for 
the other fellow'. 
Why didn’t he say 
so? 
Don’t it look like a nice way to 
have me slip out of town.
